MOSCOW, Aug. 22.—(/)—The 
Soviet Union took its longest step 
toward economic recovery from 
‘the German occupation today by a 
| decree of the Council of People’s 
Commissars and the Central Com- 
_mittee of the Communist party or- 
'ganizing reconstruction in regions 
already wrested from the Nazis. 

The 10-section decree giving the 


‘first major plan for restoration 


|}of devastated “areas provided for 
the return of evacuated livestock, 
rebuilding ruined structures, fi- 
nancial relief for hard-hit popu- 
lations, and a new system of edu- 
cation for children. 

It is the forerunner of further 
measures to come during the war 
as other provinces are reoccupied 
and after the war when the full 
task of permanent reconstruction 
will be undertaken.

British Expect 
No Changes in

LONDON, Monday, Aug. 23.— 
(P)—While admittedly uneasy 
about Maxim Litvinoff’s removal 
as ambassador to Washington, to- 
day’s London morning newspapers 
appeared willing to accept the 
view that it meant no change in 
the Russian policy, but the feeling 
was voiced that “more open di- 
plomacy and plain speaking” were 
needed. 

The Daily Mail said the absence 
of such diplomacy and plain speak- 
ing “creates an atmosphere be- 
loved by rumor-mongers and mis- 
chief-makers ... We do not know 
what effect all this mystery is hav- 
ing on the enemy but frankly it 
scares us.” 

“What we would like to see on 
our side,” the Mail said, “is a gen- 
eral clearing of the air to get rid 
of the vague—and let us hope, 
unfounded—feeling that things are 
not quite right especially between 
Russia and her western Allies.” 

Policy Unchanged. 

Two papers—Lord Beaver- 
brook’s Express and the News 
Chronicle-—carried the same head- 
line, “Litvinoff: Moscow Policy 
Unchanged.” Moreover, the Ex- 
press, without mentioning the 
switch in ambassadors in its lead 
editorial, urged speed in opening 
a second front acceptable. to the 
Russians. “Can any man wonder 
at.the urgency of Stalin’s call for 
German reserves to be diverted 
from his front?” asked the Ex- 
press. 

The Laborite Herald in refer- 
ence to a rumor that Stalin’s re- 
moval of Litvinoff was his way of | 
showing dissatisfaction with the |

Time Angle. 

The London Times’ diplomatic 
correspondent said that while Lit- 
vinoff had been expected to re- 
linguish his Washington post for 
some time, “even so, the timing of 
his removal can hardly have béen 
accidental. In making the change, 
entirely normal in itself, the So- 
viet government may have been 
aware that it would cause some 
coniecture at this time.” 

The Times said, however, that 
“observers in London take the 
news ... more quietly than some 
commentators in Quebec.” 

Because technically the remov- 
al of Litvinoff concerns only the 
United States and Russia, official 
British sources declined to com- 
ment. 

Although the first reaction of 
some people here to the _ with- 
drawal of an outstanding Russian 
friend of the democracies was that 
it could foreshadow a_ separate 
Russian-German peace, there seem- 
ed to be scant general acceptance 
of the idea that such a _ peace 
actually was in the making. 

The role that Litvinoff is to be 
given in Moscow was anxiously 
awaited as a gage to the gravity of 
the move. 

Litvinoff’s Future. 

If he remains an important voice 
in the Soviet foreign office, con- 
cern here wil! be lessened, but if 
he is sent into a complete eclipse 
as he was during the Soviet gov- 
ernment’s 1939-40 rapprochement 
with Germany, it would deepen 
the fears of a major schism be- 
tween. the western democracies 
and the Russians. 

The attitude of the Russians can 
vastly affect the course of the war 
in the Far East, and the military 
might of Soviet forces is the cor- 
nerstone of all hopes for a vic- 
torious peace in Europe by or be- 
fore next spring.

Kharkov Stabs Politeness of French 


Give Russians 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—(#)—The 
Red army swept the Nazis out of 
30 more localities today in stabs 
two and one-half to three and 
one-half miles closer to Kharkov, 
Moscow announced, but stiffening 
German defense and counterblows 


other sectors. 

Today’s brief communique, re- 
corded by the Soviet monitor, did 
not identify directions of the new 
thrusts of the Soviet ring being 


forged about the Ukrainian city. 

Berlin declared mobile defense 
tactics had frustrated the Russian 
drives, and kept penned up some 
Soviet troops trapped in_ the 
Kharkov sector. 

Improve Positions. 

Northwest of Kharkov, Russian 
troops battled to improve posi- 
tions before Bryansk and in the 
area southwest of Spas Demensk, 
the Soviet communique said, and 
the Red array won local battles 
south of Izyum and southwest of 
Voroshilovgrad on the Donets 
front. 

All the Soviet advances appar- 
ently were small ind undramatic, 
and Moscow newspapers carried 
no battlefront dispatches today, 
confining war reports solely to 
texts of communiques. 

The German communique 
stressed the batt'e in the Mius 
valley northwest of Rostov, re- 
porting the Russians were contin- 
uing their assaults with strong 
bomber and tank support. These 
attaeks were shattered in hand- 
to-hand fighting and 21 Soviet 
tanks were destroyed, it added. 
The Russians were silent concern- 
ing these claims. 

Pounded From Air. 

German airplanes pounded heav- 
ily at Red infantry and tank 
formations on the southern and 
central sectors, and smashed re- 
serves rushed up for battle, the 
Nazi high command declared. 

A Berlin military broadcast, also 
recorded by the Associated Press, 
said the fighting on the Donets 


front has “spread to territory east 
and north of Kharkov,” but did 
not supply details. 

A trap was tightened upon Rus- 
sian troops encircled southwest of 
Belgorod, this broadcast added. 

A military commentator of the 
Paris radio reported the Russians 
were massing troops and tanks all 
along the eastern front, and “as 
all operationg soon will be bogged 
down by mud, it seems that Stalin 
has marshaled the last of his 
forces and is about to order the 
final assault.” 

The German high command said 
266. Russian tanks were wrecked 
in fighting yesterday. 

The Russians reported 187 Ger- 
man tanks and 53 of their planes 
were destroyed in Saturday’s bat- 
tles.

LONDON, Aug. 22.—(#)—The 
reported visit by British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden to Mos- 
cow immediately assumes: great 
added imporance and raises the 
obvious point that an American of 
equal rank might accompany him 
to the Soviet capital. 

The news of Litvinoff’s recall

Call For Unity. 

Calling for realistic unity, the 
spokesman for this moderately 
conservative newspaper, wrote: 

es . It is feared by some in 
Britain and America that if the 
western Allies launch an attack 
on the continent from Cape North 
to the Bay of Biscay, it may be a 
holding. matter rather than a 
triumphant sweep which would 
hurl the German defenders all 
the way from the coast to Berlin. 

“The results, they imagine, 
would be enormous (and also per- 
plexing) if the Russians, relieved 
of one-third. of the German forces 
now involved in a desperate east- 
ern grapple, marched into the 
eastern reaches of the Balkans 
and possibly even into Germany 
and presented the Anglo-Saxon 
democracies .with a fait accompi 
or Russian dominion over a large 
part of Eurone. This fear, let it 
be said at once, is without jus- 
tification but it is present in the 
minds of many. 

“Similarly, Russian suspicions— 
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always near the surface as a re- 
sult of Moscow’s experiences dur- 
ing the last 20 years—have been 
aroused once more by the seem- 
ing delay in taking military ac- 
tion for relief of the Russian 
front. These suspicions have been 
further strengthened by proceed- 
ings in London and Washington. 
Diplomatic Fumbling. 


The diplomatic touch has been 
so fumbling. Darlan, Amgot, Mi- 
hailovic, the Poles and Italy all 
have been handled in a manner 
designed to intensify this Russian 
concern about our policy—or lack 
of it. 

“To the Russians, the prospect 
of an eastern European bloc under 
Anglo-American influence is as 
frightening as is a Communist 
Europe to most conservatives. 
Russia sees in so many European 
discussions from which she is ex- 
cluded—often according to her 
own choice—evidence of a policy 
which seeks to keep her out of 
Europe. 

“In the same way she envisages 
in the strife that has broken out 
between Marshal Chiang Kai-shek 
and the Chinese Communists an 
attempt of American imperalism 
to gain a foot in the Far East. 

“Silence and secrecy are fatal. 
We must destroy fear and suspi- 
cion which the confused policy 
and ill-defended aims of the va- 
rious Allies create.” 


Naples Rai 
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southern Italy and to keep them 
supplied. 

The Naples area is one of the 
most important focal points for 
all traffic moving southward. 

The Fortresses dropped their 
500-pound bombs squarely in the 
center of the Aversa marshalling 
yards 20 miles north of Naples, 
tearing the tracks and roadbeds to 
bits and spreading fires and de- 
stroying warehouses and depots.

Spanish Expecting 
To Stay Out of War 


By CHARLES 8S. FOLTZ. 
MADRID, Aug. 22.—(AP)—Spain’s present policy was 


clearly defined today in an article in the weekly El Espanol 
which established these two points: 


1. Spain is out of the war be- 
cause the government, “despite 
movements of sympathy or com- 
passion in certain sections of the 
population,” kept Spain a non-bel- 
ligerent “by its own free decision.” 
The inference was that Spain will 
stay out of the war. 

2. Spain’s Falangist party re- 
gime is a national regime and 
therefore above _ international 
events and not to be influenced 
by the fall of Fascism in Italy or 
other foreign developments. 

This explanation of Spanish pol- 
icy follows a two-hour interview 
by Sir Samuel Hoare, British am- 
bassador, with Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco and his foreign min- 
ister, Count Francisco Gomez Jor- 
dana, on Friday night. 

No communique on the meeting 
was issued, but it was assumed 
that questions relating to Spain’s 
neutrality, the status of her “blue 
division” fighing for Germany on 
the Russian front, the situation in 
the Spanish-occupied zone of Tan- 
gier in Morocco and other prob- 
lems were reviewed. 

London dispatches Saturday 
quoted the Evening News as de- 
claring “one thing we shall de- 
mand of him (Franco) is that 
Spain shall at least exhibit com- 
plete and careful neutrality from 
now on and not harbor any Axis 
war criminals. And we are in a 
position at last to make these de- 
mands.” 

El Espanol, like the Falangist 
party organ, Arriba, frequently 
publishes articles of national im- 
port. 

At the same time a second de- 
velopment which seemed to de- 
lineate Spain’s attitude was a 
unique official pilgrimage of thou- 
sands of Falangists to Santiago De 
Compostela where Generalissimo 
Franco and high party leaders 
joined them. 

This pilgrimage was designed to 
show the Catholic character of the 
party and regime, one of the points 
officially cited as making the 
Spanish party different from all 
others, such as Fascist or Nazi.* 

Falangist pilgrims by the thou- 
sands poured into Santiago, where, 
according to legend, the bones of 
the Apostle Saint James, the pa- 
tron of Spain, are buried. When 
the pilgrimage was first an- 
nounced it was decided that those 
who went afoot should go through 
Spain speaking on the party’s pro- 
gram, aiding farmers, visiting the 
sick and doing good works. Those 
Falangists exhibiting proof of the 
greatest activity of this kind on the 
pilgrimage will be proposed for 
special party awards. 


Litvinoff 
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did Maisky following his recall as 
ambassador from London last 
month. 

Further, it was announced in 
London that Eduard Benes, provi- 
sional president of the Czech gov- 
ernment, will leave shortly for 
Moscow to conclude a Soviet-Czech 
treaty of alliance similar to the 
1935 pact between Moscow and 
Prague which was vitiated by the 
Munich agreement of 1938. 

The new pact, it was reported, 
will provide Soviet guarantees for 
the integrity of Czechoslovakia, 
and one clause implies a common 
land frontier—meaning recogni- 
tion of the 1940 frontiers of Rus- 
sia in Poland. The Russians will 
support a retin to Czechoslovakia 
of Teschen annexed by Poland 
after Munich, it was reported. 

Benes’ trip to Moscow had been 
delayed because the Polish gov- 
ernment objects to. the treaty 
which he is going to sign, and the 
British government has adopted 
the attitude that Benes should do 
nothing now affecting frontier 
problems. 

Questions are to be submitted 
to the house of commons when it 
reassembles regarding reports that 
Whitehall sought to stop Benes’ 
trip because of Poland’s anxiety. 

The separate peace idea received 
scant acceptance, not only because 
the British-Soviet treaty bars such 
a step, but also because Stalin 
presumably is convinced that 
someone must smash Hitler if the 
Soviet is to exist. He presumably 
believes that if Russia withdrew 
from the war and western powers 
failed to carry through the job of 
beating Hitler, the Red army again 
would have to take up the task 
without allies. And if the democ- 
racies won in the face of a Rus- 
sian withdrawal, he would have 
forfeited all chance for friendship 
and co-operation with them. 

Some such idea seemed to be 
the German reaction. A _ Berlin 
broadcast, while gloating that “‘the 
latent row in the Allied camp 
thus again has become acute,” 
soberly declared “this domestic 
row makes neither’ Roosevelt, 
Churchill nor Stalin any less hos- 
tile toward national socialism and 
they are now, as before, agreed 
that it must be fought to the 
end.”

Succumbs Here 


Sigmund Guthman, 71, of 1312 
Briarcliff road, prominent pioneer 
businessman of Atlanta, died last 
night at a local hospital, after an 
illness of three years. 

Born in Gross Gerau, Germany, 
in 1872, Guthman came to the 
United States at the age of 15, aft- 
er receiving his high school edu- 
cation and apprenticeship training 
in Germany. He immediately ap- 
plied, for and was granted citizen- 
ship in the United States. 

Soon after arriving in this coun- 
try Guthman came to Atlanta, 
where he engaged in_ business 
with relatives. After working as 
salesman for the Atlanta Wooden- 
ware Company, he entered the 
printing business for himself in 
1893, founding the Atlanta Envel- 
ope Company. 

Retired in 1940. 

With a great deal of confidence 
in the growing south, Guthman 
gradually converted the printing 
business he had established to an 
envelope manufacturing plant: 
The company grew under his di- 
rection to become one of the larg- 
est of its type in the southeast. 
Guthman retired as president of 
his company in December, 1940. 
Since that time he has been con- 
fined to bed, 

Well known throughout the 
southeast for his position as an in- 
dustrialist, Guthman also was 
identified with the Atlanta Master 
Printers Club, an _ association 
which he headed from 1926 
through 1936. 

In addition to his activities with 
the Printers Club, Guthman served 
as a member of the board of di- 
rectors of The Atlanta Freight 
Bureau until his retirement in 
1940. He fought vigorously for 
equitable freight rates and was in- 
fluential in bringing about many 
needed adjustments. 

Early Industrialist. 

As one of Atlanta’s early  in- 
dustrialists, Guthman received the 
recognition of political, social and 
industrial leaders throughout this 
entire section. He was highly re- 
garded as a man of great chari- 
table nature, having given freely 
to many private and public in- 
stitutions. 

He is survived by his wife, three 
daughters, Miss Evelyn Guthman, 
Mrs. Charles Held and Mrs. David 
Goldwasser, and four ° grandsons, 
Sigmund Held,.

Goldwasser.

Whatever 
is done by these two powers will, almost cer- 
tainly, be accepted by the world as a whole, 
As the greatest factors in international com- 
merce the two powers are in position to dictate 
world systems of trade and currency exchange. 

Apparently the main point on which British 
monetary experts and our own Treasury rep- 
resentatives remain in disagreement is on the 
part to be played, in stabilization of world 
currency, by gold. The United States is insist- 
ent that world currencies must be based upon 
the gold standard. The British, on the other 
hand, while not proposing to dispense with 
gold entirely in the monetary sense, have pro- 
posed a world clearing union which would, by 
controlling international currency exchange, 
supplant gold as a governing factor in national 
currency values. 

Gold, per se, has never had a value greater 
than its value as a meta] for industrial and 
artistic use. Because it was accepted as a 
standard for currency evaluation, however, it 
has assumed a false value in the estimation of 
almost all civilized—and many uncivilized— 
men.

Just what proportion of the day’s work of 
a good farm hand the average city business- 
man, of sedentary habit, can accomplish be- 
tween sunup and sundown is a subject for 
widest speculation. Some, with boyhood days 
on the farm not too distant in time, may be 
able to get through quite a respectable day of 
rural labor. Others, it is to be feared, will not 
be very productive as harvest hands. 

However, the need for farm labor in Georgia, 
as the crops reach the harvesting stage, is 
great and the situation is definitely one for 
application of that ancient proverb “every little 
bit helps.” The local, national and world need 
for those ripening crops is so great we must 
not, if possible, leave a single grain, nut, boll 
or fruit ungathered. 

So, the city people must help to make good 
the shortage of farm labor caused by selective 
service and the lure of high wages in defense 
industries. It may take three bankers to equal 
the amount of work done by an ordinary farm 


hand, but that is no reason why any of the. 


three should fail to volunteer for a few days 
in the fields. 

The volunteer farm workers have already 
gone into action in the peanut fields of south 
Georgia, They will be needed for other crops. 

Why not, unless actually decrepit, make a 
few days, or a week, working on a farm the 
substitute, this summer, for the vacation that 
gasoline shortages and overburdened common 
carriers prohibit? Physically, it might prove 
far more beneficial than the usual holiday 
trip to mountains, coast or summer resort.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
SILENT DICTATORS WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—One of the 


best portents of Allied victory is the 
heavy silence that has fallen on the lips of the blustering Axis 
dictators during the past ten eventful months. 

Berlin, Rome and Tokyo, which used to reverberate with the 
bellicose soundings of the Axis warlords, have 
witnessed a strange transformation. A tomb- 
like silence seems to have fallen over Hitler, 
Mussolini 4nd Tojo. 

Absolutely nothing has come from _ the 
clowing Mussolini since he was deposed. The 
lion passed out like a lamb. But even before 
he was thrown out by a people who finally 
became bored with his pompous antics the 
world had for many months been denied an 
opportunity to hear him in his favorite pose— 
that of haranguing the Italian populace from 
the balcony of the Palazzo Venezia in Rome. 

Hitler’s disappearance from the world stage 
has been equally appalling. He has not made 
a major speech to the German nation since 

shortly before the Stalingrad disaster last fall, almost a year ago. 
Then,:it is recalled, he made one of his typical warlike thunder- 
ings in which he solemnly assured the German people that the 
Nazi army was in Stalingrad “and no power on earth can re- 
move us.” 

The Hitler-Mussolini silence may be said to date from that bit 
of false prophecy. For a period of weeks after the Russians re- 
captured the Volga city, and with it an army of some 300,000 Nazis, 
nothing was heard of Hitler. His strange disappearance from the 
forefront of war activities in Germany gave rise to rumors that 
he was dead, had gone insane, or was being held a prisoner by 
his own generals. 


FALSEHOODS BOOMERANG The truth of it seems to be, as 

was later revealed, that the 
Fuehrer simply did not have the heart to face the German people 
after all the false promises he had given them.: He had promised 
an end of the war in 1941. He had announced the annihilation of 
the Red army, only to see it come back with one of the greatest 
victories in all history. He had caused assurances to be given that 
no bombs would ever fall on Germany, whereas the blasting of 
— and other cities of the Reich did not begin in earnest until 
1942. 

Mussolini, woh had been a second-rate echo of Hitler’s hyster!- 
cal bellicosity, crawled into his shell of silence when we and the 
British invaded North Africa. To him that was the handwriting 
on the wall. There have been no more balcony scenes at the 
Palazzo Venezia since then. 

In far-away Tokyo there has been a complete change in the 
Axis attitude. Tojo has changed his tune. The Japanese people 
are no longer being told that the Allied nations have been de- 
stroyed. For the first time Tojo and his warlords are publicly ad- 
mitting now that the Alliés are on the offensive. 

All of this is in marked contrast with the sulphuric fulmina- 
tions that were eminating from Berlin, Rome and Tokyo during 
early stages of the war. Hitler and Mussolini were having their 
periodic meetings at Brenner Pass. Each was followed by an 
outpouring of new threats against the world, new crimes to be 
committed against humanity. These meetings in time came to be 
the chief weapon of Axis psychological warfare. The world trem- 
bled with each new outburst, fearful of the terrible visitation that 
was at hand. 


LIKE TWO CRIMINALS Now the spell of terror has been 

taken away from the war-making 
dictators and they have retreated into a gloomy silence. Before 
Mussolini’s recent downfall when he and Hitler found cause to 
meet and confer, they did so without all of the trumpeting and 
fanfare which accompanied their earlier foregatherings. They 
went about it in stealth, like two criminals meetings at .night to 
avoid the surveillance of the law. 

And contrary to their previous custom, after they met they had 
nothing to say. 

It is impossible to place any other interpretation on Hitler’s 
and Mussolini’s conspicuous silence for these many months other 
than that they have foreseen the Axis’ ultimate doom. A doomed 
man does not go about shouting threats at the world. He is too 
busy seeking to devise means for saving his skin. 


THE OTHER SIDE The other side of the picture is graph- 
ically illustrated by the frequent meet- 
ings of President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill. the 
theme for which was set by the Casablanca demand for “uncondi- 
tional surrender.” The Roosevelt-Churchill conferences have gain- 
ed the ascendency over Brenner Pass. It is from these meetings 
that the world now looks for announcements of momentous im- 
portance, 
Mussolini has left the stage to Hitler and Tojo. The two re- 
maining fakers will disappear in time. The fact of their long and 
continued silence is evidence enough that their lines are running

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 
REPORTED MISSING In the week at the office since my 
return from England it has been my 


privilege to talk with the parents and friends of a number of Geor- 
gians whom I saw at the various army and air force stations in 
that country. 

Four of those I saw now are missing. I 
was present when Frank Garmon, of Atlanta, 
failed to return. He is the one of whom I 
already have written. Tail gunner on a Fort- 
ress he and three others bailed out when the 
plane appeared out of control and it was ime- 
possible to. communicate with the pilot. 

Garmon failed to return from a raid made 
in Germany on July 18. 

On July 26 and 28 three others whom I 
talked with were reported missing. Their planes 
failed to return. They were Sergeant William 
W. Reeves, of Cornelia, Ga., radioman on the 
Fortless “Gloria Ann;” Lieutenant T. A. Hodges, 
formerly of Atlanta and engaged to an Albany 
girl, Miss Phyllis Story, navigator: and Lieu- 
tenant Irving Cohen, navigator, of Valdosta, 
Georgia. 

These were missing after the raids on Ham- 
burg. 

What I was able to say to the parents of these men, and their 
reactions. has convinced me that it might be well to write it here 
as information and, possibly, as hope for those others whose sons 
have been, or may be, reported as missing in bomber raids over 
Germany and German territory. 


FIFTY-FIFTY Garmon’s case was different from the other 

three. I talked to men who saw him jump and 
who saw his parachute open. He jumped about 20 miles out from 
the Dutch coast but not many miles from the Frisian islands. 


Those islands are fortified. I am most hopeful that Garmon was 
rescued. There were a great many hours of daylight left and the 
SOS call was sent out on the international channel. The Ger- 
mans operate air-sea rescue boats as does the RAF. 


One must admit the possibility of his having met death, but the 
odds are greatly in his favor. 

Now for the other three. 

They were in Fortresses which failed to return. 
Cohen, Hodges and Reeves? 

There are several possibilities. Take the worst as the first 
consideration. They may have “bought it.” as the airmen say. 
If so, they have joined those others who have died, like them, in 
the cause of their country. ) 

The odds are, however, fifty-fifty in favor of their being. alive 
in prison camps. \ 

Many wounded men are dropped from the ships before the 
order to bail out is given. Their fellow crewmen pull the ripcord 
and let them parachute down before they themselves go. 


Many men are not hurt at all, but have to leave a ship because 
it is put out of action or set afire. 

There are some ships which land in enemy territory with all 
members of the crew alive. ‘There are others from which the 
entire crew jumps in safety. There are others, of course, which 
have heavy casualties. ’ 

But, when all are averaged up, the official figures show that 
fifty per cent of all the crews which fail to return are safe in 
German prison camps. : 

So, while it would be very wrong to raise any false hopes or to 
be entirely optimistic about them, it is possible to say there is 
every reason to hope for the best. The odds are not against the 
possibility of their being alive and well. There is an even chance. 

It usually requires months to obtain this information. No par- 
ents with a son listed as “‘missing” should give up hope until the 
official report finally is received. That is true of any soldier. 
whether airman or not 


ARMY CARE All these Georgia boys, and all their fellows, 

were in excellent spirits and condition when I 
saw them at their stations. The Army is taking excellent care of 
its men. Their health is carefully supervised, their living conditions 
are excellent and the food is very, very good. The same may be 
said for the WACS.

As a matter of fact gold, in its currency 
application, is nothing but the measuring 
device by which relative value of different 
national currencies has been established. It 
was of no greater importance, in itself alone, 
than a footrule is to the architect and the 
plans he designs. It was not the gold itself 
which madc the coin valuable, but the impress 
of the mint upon It. 

Whatever the outcome of the present dis- 
cussion seeking the means of post-war currency 
stabilization, it is comparatively unimportant 
whether gold is retained as the standard or 
whether some other means of achieving the 
desired end is created. What is needed is a 
controlling factor which shall prevent day-to- 
day fluctuations in currency values, so that 
international commerce may flourish on stable 
foundation and no longer be handicapped by 
the perplexing and confusing variations in 
value between different national currencies, 
such as the dollar, the pound, the lira, the 
peso, the franc and the ruble.

New Boy Scout Activity 

The United States possesses a “man power” 
force which will not have to be drafted to do 
its part in winning the war. The Boy Scouts, 
that great body of earnest, trustworthy and 
capable juveniles who are ever ready to per- 
form useful tasks, and who grow Into our best 
of citizens, are already doing splendid 
in many sections of the country. 

In New York city, which has been harassed 
by a dearth of nurses and hospital attendants, 
one hundred Boy Scouts have been working in 
many of the ninety hospitals since July 1.

Fascist Falsity 

Nothing in a long time has so graphically 
portrayed the empty shell of the falsehood 
known as Fascism than the news story by 
Clark Lee, of International News Service, tell- 
ing the truth about Mussolini and the people 
of Sicily. The story pointed out that to the 
average Sicilian, Fascism meant petty Black- 
shirt tyranny. It meant their men were sent 
away to die in the deserts of Africa and the 
mountains of Ethiopia for an empire they 
never wanted and which never benefited them.

There is a kind of 
poetic justice in the march of events, a justice 
that resolves itself to the trite, but powerful, 
words: truth is mighty and will prevail.

Fuller Explanation of a Piece 


That Wasnt Clear to 


Some Readers 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


In writing these brief essays, limited in space, it is necessary to 
weigh each phrase and make every word count. There is no room 
for ‘‘on the other hand.” I write as simply and as plainly as I can, 
but if a point seems obvious I do not labor it. If it is clear to me, 
I think it will be clear to readers. 

But that plan doesn’t always work. Though I have from the 
first consistently condemned featherbedding and the slow-down 
and all other labor practices that waste man power, a piece I wrote 
some weeks ago, taken by itself, gave some people the impression 
that I approved these things. 

In that piece I tried to tell why certain union men had adopted 
these time-killing schemes. I quoted their own words to show 
how they justified, in their own minds, behavior that has the effect 
of dislovalty. In doing so, I was reporting facts, not expressing 
approval. 

Labor’s argument is that rights surrendered now could never 
be regained. 

But soldiers have surrendered many rights, knowing they will 
be restored after the war. And workers in England have surren- 
dered rights, long established and reasonable, with the understand- 
ing that they will be recovered when the war is won. 

Since labor in America is fearful of losing all safeguards if it 
gives an inch, I said the government could well afford to guar- 
antee the restoration of all “just and reasonable rights” surren- 
dered to help our war effort. } 

Featherbedding, time-killing and wastage of man power are 
certainly not “just and reasonable rights,’ but unjust and unreason- 
able; but since I didn’t say as much in plain words, some readers 
thought these abuses were the “rights” to which I referred. I 
must have been a poor job of writing, for a good job leaves no 
room for misunderstanding. 

But the chief mistake was in quoting labor’s argument that 
powers surrendered now could not be regained after the war, and 
adding: “That makes sense.” 

To some readers that seemed complete approval of labor's stand 
and practices. But I meant only what the words say. Thé argu- 
ment does make sense. It is true. It states a fact. If labor gives 
up or loses the powers it now abuses, it won't get them back. 

People don’t begrudge workers “just and reasonable rights.” 
But those not a part of labor bitterly resent waste of time and 
man power while our boys are dying for us. And they are clamor- 
ing for some action to deprive labor of the power to hinder our war 
effort. If the people have their way, and that power is lost, it 
will stay lost. 

Explanations seldom explain, and argument is a waste of time, 
but I wish to make it clear that I do not approve deliberate waste. 
It is evil and foolish; it hurts everybody; it solves no problem; and 
no good can come of it.

One of the issues which will like- 
ly be debated at length between 
now and the 1944 election is how 
much relative influence big busi- 
ness and labor unions should have 
with the government 

Vice President Wallace raised 
the issue in his recent Detroit 
speech in which he said that some 
of the administrations foes want 
to go back to the good old days 
of Americanism “when Washing- 
ton was only a way station in the 
suburbs of Wall Street.” It is 
inevitable that equally extreme 
partisans in the Republican party 
will counter with the charge that 
the New Deal is now being domi- 
nated by labor unions. 

When the bitter-enders of both 
parties start the fireworks over 
this issue of the influence of big 
business versus labor unions in 
relations to government, where 
will the sympathies of the public 
lie? 

Business and Government. 

While the average American 
believes the government should 
not be controlled by anv one 
group, nevertheless if he had to 
choose he would prefer to see 
business have more control over 
government than labor unions. 

That is the consensus in a na. 
tional survey just completed by 
the Institute. It is a reflection of 
the fact that in the past few years 
big husiness has won far more 
favor with the public than have 
the unions. It also suggests that 
in the postwar era the péndulum 
of public opinion is likely to swing 
toward the conservative ideas of 
businessmen rather than toward 
the reform ideas of liberals in the 
labor movement. 

The issue was put to a true 
cross-section of the voting popula- 
tion in all the 48 states as follows: 

“Most people believe the govern- 
ment should not be controlled by 
any one group. However, if vou 
HAD to choose which would you 
prefer to have control of the gov- 
ernment big business or § labor 
unions?”

Party Differences. 

As might be exnected there are 
sharp differences of opinion bv in 
come groups and by parties. The 
Republicans are overwhelmingly 
in favor of big business influence 
in government, while the Demo- 
crats are not. It is significant. 
however, that even among the 
Democrats opinion closely di- 
vided, with just about as many 
favoring big business influence 
as favoring labor union influence.

Quebec Parley 
Refuses Leaks 
On War Plans 


By KIRKE L. SIMPSON. 

QUEBEC, Aug. 22.—()—A 
Roosevelt-Churchill disclosure of 
made-in-Quebec Allied war plans, 
insofar as military necessity or 
political expediency permits their 
revelations, is too imminent to 
warrant conjectural flights of fan- | 
cy as to what may be so. | 

The bald fact about the Quebec 
conference to date is that despite 
the wistful efforts of the army of 
Allied press and radio men sur- 
rounding it by official invitation, 
it has kept its own council as 
perfectly as if it had been staged 
at the North Pole or in midocean. 

There have been no leaks from 
the Citadel-Chateau Frontenac de- 
liberations, and no official word 
of their scope and nature beyond 
the statement that they mean 
deadly mischief for Axis enemies 


in Europe and Asia. 
Lull Prevails. 

The weekend lull, which did’ 
not represent, certainly, any slow- 
down in detailed plan-making, 
still prevailed tonight. It was 
matched by a lull of sorts, appar- 
ently, on the European and Rus- 
sian battlefronts except for un- 
confirmed Axis reports of Allied 
landings from Sicily on the toe 
of Italy and another Allied para- 
troop descent upon Crete. 

It would not. be surprising if 
Commando raids from Sicily along | 
the Italian coast, or tryout air-| 
borne thrusts 
occurred, despite 


London's ex- 
cast rumor of such action. That

Positions Unknown. 

General Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and his staff certainly would like 
to know, in preparation for that, 
just avhere in southern Italy Nazi 
troops have been deployed to stif- 
fen Italian resistance.

march to those Dnieper crossings. 

The crux of the preesnt phase 
of the Russian summer offensive 
seems developing there. Until the 
Sutcome is clear, the impact of 
that massive Russian blow at the 

xis upon the war in Europe as 
a whole, or upon Allied new at- 
tack designs bearing the .nade-in- 
Quebec label, cannot be gauged.

on war production lines of the

After ‘nspecting the Japanese 
installations on Kiska and com- 
menting how effectively they were 
placed, General DeWitt later at a 
press conference said, “I am cer- 
tain that we would have suffered 
5,000 killed had the enemy elect- 
ed to fight to the end.” 

“My first guess is that the Japs | 
were evacuated by submarine, as 
they attempted to do at Guadal- 
canal when they were whipped. 
The heavy midsummer fog helped 
them in the Aleutians. The evac- 
uation began as a well-disciplined 
maneuver in about mid-June, but 
it apparently rapidly deteriorated 
by about August 8 into a rout.” 

The general estimated that the 
Japanese garrison at the time of 
United States recapture of Attu 
consisted of from 9,500 to 10,000 
men, judging from their installa- 
tions. 

“It is not unlikely that they used 
their 20-some Kiska harbor barges 
for the evacuation,” he said. 

These barges were gone before 
July 27. 

“If they put into che open sea 
bound for Paramushiro, their 
nearest base (on the northern tip 
of the Jurile islands, 900 miles 
from Kiska) their survival chances 
are slight. 

Transferred? 

“They may have used Segula 
off Kiska for a staging 
base, however. Or they may have 
transferred to vessels at sea. On 
July 10, for example, we found 
four of their ships 200 miles off 
Attu and destroyed one and dam: 
aged another before they escaped 

in the fog and darkness.” 

As at Attu, there was much am- 
munition. food stores and guns on 
Kiska. Some antiaircraft guns and 
coasta] batteries were in concrete 
positions. 


A strong plea to civilian pleas-

Trains are crowded and 
often late because of military ne- 
cessity—dining cars have been 
canceled on some trains, and are 
hard to get into on practically all. 
People stand in the aisles for hun- 
dreds of miles and baggage is 
strewn all over the place. 

“When you refrain from unnec- 
essary travel, you are helping to 
save urgently needed space and 
equipment that can be devoted ex- 
clusively to the war. By not trav- 
eling, you are making life easier 
for our armed forces. They have 
a tough enough job as it is. 

“Travel conservation will be re- 
quired during all of the months 
ahead—for the duration. This does 
not mean that you cannot have a 
vacation trip if.it is necessary, but 
under no conditions should you 
plan it until after Labor Day.”

Jack Teagle, who was de- 
throned as state singles champion 
by Donald Floyd last year at Grif-
